One hundred and fifty Armenians, who 
sought refuge in the Russian Embassy, 
were placed on the Russian guardships, es- 
corted by armed Russian sailors, much to 
the disgust of the Turks.

HAMMOND TELLS TRANSVAAL SECRETS 


He Accuses Dr. Jameson of Causing 
the Trouble by Dtsobey- 
a ing Orders. : 


London, Sept. 2.—Reports having been cir- 
culated in the United States that John Hays 
Hammond has had a serious dispute with 
Dr. L. S. Jameson, leader of the Transvaal 
raid; now undergoing sentence of fifteen 
months’ imprisonment for that offense in 
Holloway jail, a representative of the Asso- 
ciated Press has had an interview with Mr. 
Hammond on the subject. 


When questioned regarding the. reported 


financial misunderstanding between himself 
and Dr. Jameson, Mr. Hammond said that 
the rumor was “ absurdly untrue,” adding: 

“I never had any money transactions of 
any kind with Dr. Jameson, and, so far as 
personal feelings go, I admire the man. But 


I and the other reformers have one great 


grievance against Dr. Jameson—namely: 
that he has allowed us to remain under the 
imputation of cowardice and has stated that 
he started for Johannesburg in obedience 
to our request. 

“Our lips have hitherto remained sealed: 
but it was solely to help Dr. Jameson and 
his fellow-pmisoners. Had we spoken while 
they were in@#he hands of the Boers or before 
their trial here then their fate might have 
been different, | 

“As a matter of fact, and one which will 
be conclusively shown during the coming 
Parliamentary investigation, Dr. Jameson 
started in spite of my express orders to the 
contrary. I will not attempt to disguise the 
fact that we intended to secure by force of 
arms the reforms which were denied us and 
that we intended to establish an independent 
republic, but not then. 

‘**I not only telegraphed Dr. Jameson not 
to come, but I sent two of his own officers 
who were at Johannesburg—Capt. Holden 
and Maj. Heany, the latter being an Ameri- 
can—back to him, telling him on no account 
to start. 

‘*‘T have not seen Dr. Jameson since my ar- 
rival in England, but both Dr. Phillips and 
I have written him that we think the time 
has come for him to exonerate us.”’

St. Paul, Minn., Sept. 2.—[Special.]}—The 
Department of Illinois of the Grand Army of 
the Republic, the first State department or- 
ganized, was first in the grand parade of 
veterans today. Not less than 25,000 ‘men, 
who fought for the Union, were in line, and 
of these fully 2,000 were from the State 
where the Grand Army of the Republic had 
its birth. Cheers greeted the approach of 
the first post from Illinois. Cheers re- 
echoed as each separate post passed the re- 
viewing stand. The men of Illinois in the 
parade were representative men, and the 
crowds wend wild with applause as they 
heard voice after voice from. the moving

column call out “ Illinois for McKinley by 
100,000 majority.” 

The Illinois veterans only voiced the senti- 
ments of the entire column, for there was 
hardly a State delegation in the line which 
did not make a similar promise of victory 
for McKinley and sound money. as the parade 
moved through the streets and past the rc- 
viewing .stand in Smith Park. Comrades 
from, all sections of the country and leading 
members of the Grand Army from_every 
State say there has never been a demonstra- 
tion before at any encampment in favor of 
any candidate equal to that which is mani- 
fest for McKinley in the thirtieth encamp- 
ment now being held in this city. 

McKinley buttons and badges are as num- 
erous as the Grand Army badges, 
and the veterans, irrespective of their 
party affiliations, are openly talking 
and arguing for McKinley. The North 
Dakotans in the line of march, 500 
strong, ' spoke for the entire Grand 
Army, apparently, when they waved 
in the agr the sheaves of wheat they carried 
and shouted their shibboleth, ‘‘Hard wheat, 
hard money, and McKinley.” : 

Mounted and in uniform, Commander-in- 
Chief Ivan A. Walker and staff rode down 
Sixth street to the reviewing stand ahead of 
the column of veterans. After the Com- 
mander’s party had taken their places in the 
stand the first division marched by. Col. 
Cc. §. Tibbitts rode at their head, followed 
by Department Commander Cochran of Sul- 
livan, Ill. The first post marched to music 
furnished by the City Band of Duluth, and 
was Post No. 1 of Rockford. The figure of 
Past Commander-in-Chief Lawler was rec- 
ognized by the crowd among the members 
of the post, and he lifted his hat repeatedly 
in response to calls of his name. 


Chicago’s Big Post Warmly Greeted. 


The G. A. R. national drum corps set the 
time for the George H. Thomas: Post No. 5 
of Chicago, which came next with 300 mem- 
bers in line. The Post is the largest in the 
Grand Army, numbering almost 1,200 mem- 
bers, and was given a warm reception by the 
crowd. After the Thomas Post came Post 
No. 9, with about fifty men in line. Aurora 
Post No. 20 had their own veterans’ drum 

t their head. : 
“The ga of the crowd was tested by the 
manner in which they bestowed their ap- 
plause. The bands with their natty uni- 
forms were much enjoyed, but the heartiest 
applause was given the men with stooping 
forms and grizzled hair and beards, who 
played fifes and drums that had sounded the 
call to arms on the battlefields drenched 
with patriotic blood thirty years ago. . 

Post No, 2 followed with about sixty vet- 
eransinline. Stein's band of this city played 
* Marching Through Georgia " as they 
passed the reviewing stand at the head of 
i’. S. Grant Post, No. 28, of Chicago. Col. 
J. H. Page of Fort Snelling, who is a mem- 
ber of this post, rode with the Post Com- 
mander at their head. There were about 200 
members of the Grant Post in line. : 

Members of Stephenson Post No. 30 of 
Springfield carried muskets in the parade, 
but in the muzzles were thrust the steme of 
roses, golden rod, and other flowers. The 
suggestion of peace conveyed evoked fre- 
quent applalise, as did also the music fur- 
nished by te veteran fife and drum corps 
of the post. 

Columbia Post No. 706 of Chicago ap- 
peared with neat uniforms of dark blue, with 
white helm@ts, white gloves, and white 
gaiters. Their marching was the best seen 
in the entire parade, showing the results of 
drill, and they were enthusiastically _ re- 
ceived. The Third Regiment Band from Fort 
Snelling accompanied them. Other Illinois 
posts that attracted attention were Dunham 
Post No. +141, Decatur; Mead Post, Engle- 
wood: Washington Post, Chicago; and Phil 
Sheridan Post No. 615, Oak Park. 

Mrs. Gen’ John A. Logan gave the Illinois 
veterans a pleasant surprise late this after- 
noon by calling at their headquarters. She 
was given a hearty reception. She was 
accompanied by her daughter, Mrs. Maj. 
Tucker, whose husband is a member of the 
staff of Gen. John R. Brooks, and resides 
in this city. Hundreds of Illinois men 
thronged into the room. A line was formed 
dnd kept moving in the same direction until 
all had a chance to shake hands with the 
two ladies. 


Mrs. Logan Greets “the Boys.” 

Tears came to the eyes of Mrs. Logan as 
she assured one and another of the old sol- 
diers of her love for the boys who stood 
side by side with her husband on the field 
of battle. Tears came to the eyes of many 
of the vets as they swore that there never 
was another commander like “* Black Jack” 
Logan of Illinois. Later Mrs. Logan signed 
the register in the rooms of the Thomas 
Post as follows: “Mrs. John A. Logan, 
Washington, D. C., but always of Illinois, 
with all good wishes to al! Illinoisans.”’ 

Mrs. Minnie M. Kyle of the Lincoln Relief 
Corps of Chicago was one of the busiest 
women in St. Paul today. Together with 
Col. Keifer she was given the task of making 

reparations for’ the~ reception tendered 
Sen. Walker and his staff at the Ryan Hotel 
this evening, a compliment to the manner 
which the same two carried out a similar 
reception at the Louisville encampment. 

Col. Keifer was so busy with the parade 
that Mrs. Kyle had her hands full. The re- 
ception was one of the prettiest features of 
the encampment, and thousands of the mem- 
bers of the woman’s organizations and of the 
G. A. R. took advantage of the opportunity 
to meet Gen. Walker. 

A visitor at Illinois headquarters this after- 

oon was Comrade John 8. Phelps of

Clarkson of Nebras- 
ka. It is thought that the choice lies be- 
tween Clarkson and Lineham of New Hamp- 
shire and that the latter’s chances will be 
lessened from ‘the fact that the encampment 
will go to the Bast. 

Over two hundred veterans, including a 
large number from Illinols, attended the re- 
union of the Army of the Frontier at the 
court-house this. afternoon. Commander 
Cochran is pleased at the showing made by 
Illinois in the encampment.- He will leave 
for home tomorrow evening.

DENUNCIATION FOR THE HEALEYITES. 


Stormy Time at the Concluding Ses- 
sion eof the Irish National 
Convention. 


Dublin, Sept. 2.—[Copyrighted, 1896, by the 
Associated Press.]—When the Irish national 
convention resumed its sessions this even- 
ing the Rev. Father Flynn moved the ap- 
pointment of a Committee of Arbitration, 
to be composed of home and foreign dele- 
gates, with instructions to draft rules and 
a platform to unite all the factions of the 
Irish parties. ee \ 

T. P. O'Connor, M. P., took the floor and 
his eloquence aroused thé first breeze of 
the day. He! read Father Flynn’s original 
resolution, suggesting that a committee be 
selected from the three sections of the Irish 


Parliamentary party to prepare.a basis of 


union, which resolution has since been 
amended and which was believed to have 
been written by Timothy M. Healy, M. P., 
himself. Mr. O’Connor then fiercely at- 
tacked the ‘ disruptionists, who are fight- 
ing the convention with every dirty expe- 
dient.’’ 

Mr. O’Connor’s attack on the Healyites 
was received with deafening cheers from the 
Dillonites and others, during which Canon 
Murnane of London succeeded in obtain- 
ing the floor and objected to Mr. O’Connor’s 
language, which, he said, was defeating the 
object which the convention had in view, 
that of bringing about unity among Irish- 
men of all sections. A scene of great dis- 
order followed and was continued until 
Canon Murnane was ruled out ‘of order. 

Mr. O’Connor, then resumed his remarks 
and declared that the only way to kill dis- 
seansion was-to crush it by the “united de- 
termination of an angry people,” and urged 
the convention to give the Irish leaders 
means of uniting the Parnellites with the 
Irish party. He appealed to the delegates 
to uphold constitutional methods which, he 
added, if abandoned, meant a return to the 
use of dynamite. | 

The discussion of Father Flynn’s resolu- 
tion, which was the first test of strength be- 
tween the Dillonites and Healyites, was fong 
and bitter and the resolution was finally 
withdrawn in the interest of harmony. 

Later the convention adopted resolutions 
recording the conviction that it was of the 
first importance that Nationalist represen- 
tatives in Parliament ‘should be reunited 
in one home rule party, in which every sup- 
porter of that policy would be cordially re- 
ceived and treated according to his capacity 
to render service to the cause: 

Sdward Blake, M. P., moved a resolution 
recognizing, as an essential element of an 
effective party, the hearty codperation and 
cheerful subordination of each individual 
member of such a_ party. Mr. Biake 
spoke at length on this subjec€ and during 
the course of his remarks asserted that a 
change was needful as, otherwise, there 
would: be agcollapse of the Irish Parliamen- 
tary party. 

O. H. Higgins of Boston, Mass., sup- 
ported Mr. Blake’s motion ins speech which 
was full of deflance to England, and the 
resolution was eventually adopted. 

John Dillon moved the usual home rule 
resolutions and called upon the men “‘ whose 
names were the shibboleth of factions ’’. to 
meet in the autumn, abdicate as leaders, 
and choose a new leader to whom all can 
give unbroken support. 

The convention then adjourned. 

A meeting of the foreign delegates was 
held after the convention adjourned and, 
following an animated discussion, a resolu- 
tion was adopted that the foreign delegates 
would hereafter afford financial support to 
the party represented by the convention. 


TRUST RUINS A RACINE, WIS., BREWER 


Klinkert Makes an Assignment 
with Estimated Assets of Two 
Hundred Thousand Dollars, 


Racine, Wis., Sept. 2.—[{Special.J—This 
afternoon Sheriff John Pugh seized the 
brewery of E. Klinkert on a judgment en- 
tered on a judgment note in favor of the 
Freubert Grain 
Milwaukee for $11,000; Tonight Mr. Klin- 
kert made an assignment to Charles M. 
Dietrich for the benefit of his creditors. 

The assets are said to be $200,000, while 
the liabilities will net reach over half or 
three-quarters of that sum. Thé heaviest 
unsecured creditor is the firm above named. 
The>complete list of creditors will be pub- 
lished in a few days. 

The attorneys of Mr. Klinkert claim that 
the judgment and levy will not hold good 
for the-reason that the. statutes rélating 
to voluntary assignments declare void any 
judgment note given within sixty days, and 
that the assignment will hold good. 

This is the brewery that the recent com- 
bine made an effort to wipe out of existence 
by running beer into Racine at a low rate. 
It is believed that the combine is back of the 
trouble, for the reason that a local banker 
offered to give security and settle the claim 
within a short time, but it was refused. 


TO CONTROL ILLINOIS’ WATER SUPPLY 


Important Conference for Enlarging 
the Powers of the State Board 
ef Health, 


Springfield, Ill., Sept. 2.—[{Special.}—An im- 
portant conference was held here today hav- 
ing for its purpose the consideration of 
measures for the enlargement of the powers 
and duties of the State Board of Health. 

It was decided to present to the Legisla- 
ture a bill giving the State Board of Health 
practically the control of the water supply 
of the State. The board isto have authority 
to establish rules and regulations for the 
distribution of the public water supply, and 
it is made its duty to analyze such water 
from time to time. The bill is modeled after 
the New York law on the same subject. A 
subcommittee was appointed to draft the 
measure.

LI TALKS TO REPORTERS. 


GIVES HIS IDEAS OF THE GEARY LAW 
AND THE “IRISH PARTY.” a 


He Believes in Cheap Laber and 
Blames the United States for Piac- 
img Restrictions Upon the Chinese 
in This Country~—Two Reasons Why 
He Will Go Home by Way of Van- 
couver—To Visit the City of Phila- 


delphia Teday. 


New York, Sept. 2.—[Speciat]—Li Hung 
Chang started out well today by allowing 
himself to be interviewed instead of asking 
all the questions and answering none, ac- 
cording to his usual habit. 

He said some hard things of the Geary. 
law and the “Irish party,’ but declined 
to criticise America further than suggest. 
tere are too many parties and the news- 
papers ought to.unite them. 

Later in the day the Viceroy paid a call 
of courtesy on Mayor Strong in the latter's 
office and embarrassed him. by inquiring 
why he did not fight under Gen. Grant. 

Then he went over to Brooklyn and was 
banqueted at the Union League club, where 
he allowed his Viceroyal hand to be shaken 
by several hundred people until he nearly 
fainted from the exertion. He returned to 
the Hotel Waldorf and retired early to rest 
for the excitement ofa trip to Philadelphia 
tomorrow. 

In his interview Li discussed many eco- 
nomic and sociological questions, including 
Chinese labor, education, American ingenu- 
ity, chances for investment in China, Amer- 
ican and Chinese newspapers, and why he 
will go through Canada instead of the United 
States. Some questions he refused to an- 
swer. 


“Too Many Parties.” 

Following are some of the questions and 
answers put by newspaper men and answered 
through Li's interpreter, Dr. Mark: 

“Your Excellency has said many com- 
plimentary things about the United Statcs. 
Have you been disappointed in any way?’ 

‘‘ He won’t say anything bad about Amer- 
ica. The only thing is that you have too 
many parties. Can’t your papers try some- 
thing to unite them together? He has noth- 
ing to complain, about the reception.”’ 

‘What has most interested him?.”’ 

**Of course, he is delighted to see every- 
thing here, and everything pleased him so 
much that it is really hard to say what is 
the best, but there is something—the high 
buildings—that he has never seen in any 
other country that he has-been through— 
that is to say, twenty odd stories high.” 

‘“‘Do you look for the modification or re- 
peal of the so-called Chinese exclusion law 
passed by the Congress of the United States 
in 18927” 

“The Viceroy says that he knows very 
well that you are going to have a new elec- 
tion, and of course there will be a change 
in your government, so he will not mention 
anything, either to cancel of to modify the 
Geary act, but he expects some, and he also 
expects support from you. He knows that 
the papers are the mest influential institu- 
tion in this country, and you should support 
our government to affect and influence your 
government either to modify or to do away 
with the Geary act.” 

Why He Goes Via Vancouver, 


‘* Was your route over the Canadian Pacific 
chosen to escape going to those Pacific coast 
States that have treated the subjects of 
China unfavorably ?’’ | 

‘The Viceroy says the choice of his route 
through Canada is determined by two rea- 
sons. . First, ‘that while he was high Com- 
missioner in the Northern ports of China he 
received constant petitions and memorials 
from our immigrants, in Californa, in San 
Francisco, complaining that they are not in 
possesion of the rights to which they are en- 
titled, and appealing for the Viceroy’s assist- 
ance to secure them, and instead of restoring 
to them their full rights you curtailed more 
of their rights. So the Viceroy did not like 
to go through the States where he.could not 
excuse himself.from a great many things 
the Chinese immigrants there would bring 
forward and lay before the Viceroy. 

‘‘In the second place, although he is a 
good sailor, he is now advanced in his age, 
and must study his comfort. As the Em- 
press of China, people told him, is a very 
comfortable steamer, he preferred to take 
this steamer home from Vancouver than 
taking a smaller ship from San Francisco. 

‘The Viceroy says the Chinese exclusion act 
is a most unfair one, because, the Viceroy 
says, it is admitted by the political econo- 
mists that competition will always keep 
the market in good health, whether it is 
labor or commodities. Now, this act is in- 
fluenced by the Democratic party, by the 


Irish party, by the laboring classes’ party. 


They wish to monopolize the labor market, 


and as the Chinese are their strong come | 


petitors they exclude them. 
His View of Cheap Labor. 


“If you let labor have free competition 
then you will have cheap labor, because all 
our Chinese can live more frugaily than your 
Irish or the laboring class of these States. 
That is why they hate them, because they 
are possessors of higher virtues than them- 
selves. What do you think of what the Vice- 
roy has been telling us? He would like full 
discussion,"’ . 

‘What will his Excellency say about op- 
portunities for investment in China?” 

“The Viceroy: says wealth can only be 
produced by the combination of capital, 
labor, and land. Of course the Chinese Gov- 
ernment will invite any capitalists who are 
willing to invest their money in the enter- 
prises.in the Chinese Empire; but, as: you 
know, Gen. Grant was the best friend of the 
Viceroy, and he gave an advice which the 
Viceroy will never forget. He said: .“ You 
must invite the European or American cap- 
italists to China to invest their money in the 
enterprises so as to assist the Chinese Gov- 
ernment to develop their resources. But 
there is one thing; their administration must 
remain in the hands of the Chinese Govern- 
ment.’ They can receive capital and skilled 
labor only, but we must retain our sover- 
eign rights, and will let nobody hold our sov- 
ereign rights. He remembers that in his 
heart.’’ 

‘‘What does his Excellency think of the 
pictures of himself in the papers?” 

‘‘The Viceroy says they are very poor 
representatives of their original.” 

The Viceroy stopped and looked around at 
the reporters. 

‘* Are you the best representatives of your 
papers?’ he asked, “‘ because you are very 
poor representatives of your papers.” 

‘Has the Viceroy’s visit any political or 
social significance?’’ 

‘‘“We are sorry that the Viceroy has some 
other appointments now.” 

In his call on Mayor Strong, Li Hung 
Chang asxed more questions than usual to 
make up! for lost time. Unfortunately for 
Mayor Strong, he pointed out a desk in his 
office once used by George Washington 
which started Li on this train of questions: 
‘“ Washington and Grant were your most 
distinguished Presidents, were they not?” 

“We put them in this order: Washington, 

coin, Grant.’’ 
see ah!” said ‘Li. “Lincoln and Grant 
were contemporaneous, I believe?’ 

“There was a good deal more of the same 
kind, and Mayor Strong seemed heartily glad 
when-Li Hung Chang and’suite left New 

‘ork for Brookiyn. 

They were received by a big crowd and 
a large squad of nolice, who were needed to 
keep the crowd from smothering the Chinese 
diplomat. He was driven to the navy yard 
and through Prospect Park, and then to the 
Union League Club-House, where Gov. Mor- 
ton, Thomas C. Platt, and other notables 
met him, the Governor delivering an address., 
of welcome. In reply the Viceroy said he 
would remember Brooklyn in writing.a book 
about his travels. He chook hands 28 long 


as he could stand it, and thef partook of ad 


er prepared by his Chinese cooks. Hav- 
ai sean rs Brocklyn over the big bridge, Li 
returned by a decorated ferry-beat, and after 
reaching his hotel denied himself to all vis- 
ore his party will leave the hotel to- 
morrow morning at 7 o’clock en route for 
the Desbrosses street ferry, where a special 
train of the Pennsylvania road will be in 
waiting.

BRYAN EVADES AND DODGES ON PEN- 
, SIONS. 

Mr. Bryan's language in his Albany 
speech about the. old soldiers and the free 
coinage of silver should be read carefully 
by the 970,000 pensioners who look to the 
Federal Government fora part or the whole 
of their support: ig 

I notice that one of our opponents the other day 
said that the old soldiers would be opposed to free 
coinage. They gave the impression that the finan- 
clers are very much tnterested in maintaining a 
gold standard for the benefit of the soldigrs. But, 
my friends, these men forget that all of the old 
soldiers lived during the war, and that during the 
war the soldiers knew that the financiers made 
their bonds payable in gold, and left the soldier to 
offer his life upon the battlefield. More than that, 
I do not believe that the soldiers who are willing 
to offer their lives, if need be, in behalf of their 
country. are today going to join in a conspiracy to 
enslave seventy millions of free people by fettering 
them to a gold standard. 


Every old soldier must regard this as 
a cowardly, slippery evasion. Bryan has no 
right to address the old vets as “my 
friends ” after making such an explanation 
to them. They have their pensions now 
paid in gold or its equivalent, and they are 
naturally anxious to know how they will 
fare when the currency of this country is 
changed by the. Popocrats from the gold 
standatd of 100 cents on the dollar to free 
silver worth 50 cents on the dollar. Will 
Bryan and his supporters pay them two 
free silver 50-cent dollars for each dollar 
worth 100 cents paid to them now? Bryan 
knows that is the important question in 
all their minds; but he makes no attempt 
to answer it. ) 

He deliberately dodges it, and slides off 
to one side—viz: “* But, ‘ my friends,’ these 
men [who ask what money the pensions 
are to be paid in} forget that all 
of the old soldiers lived during the war, and 
know that the financiers made their bonds 
payable in gold and left the soldier to offer 
his life upon the battlefield.” 

That is no answer to the old soldiers’ ques- 
tion: “Are we to be paid in your cheap 
free silver dollars, Mr. Bryan, if you are 
elected? Must we accept debased money— 
worth perhaps only 50 cents on the dollar— 
in order that a class of insolvents may 
scale their debts one-half?’ That is the 
question. | 

Bryan dodges it. If he does not intend to 
defraud them out of one-half their pensions 
why does he attempt to sneak around the 
question? 

Why does he take a fling at the public 
creditors who loaned the hard money which 
kept the greenbacks from collapsing, as did 
the Confederate money? Had it not been 
for the malicious action of the Copper- 
heads in decrying the credit of the govern- 
ment and continually predicting that it 
would fail to crush out the slaveholders’ re- 
bellion, the bonds would have sold for much 
higher prices in hard money, The Germans 
purchased several hundred million “ thal- 
ers’”’ worth of them and thus helped to 
sustain the value of the greenbacks against 
* Copperhead ” assault. 

I'rom the nasty flings and sneering 
language of Bryan it is quite certain that 
had he been old enough during the war 
to take a hand in it. he would have been 
an active and malicious “‘ Copperhead.” 

As soon as the rebels had surrendered 
to Grant and laid down their arms the 
credit of the government began to improve, 
and the greenbacks to rise in value. The 
soldiers’ pensions were then paid each year 
in better money. In 1878, the year before 
resumption, the greenbacks reached a value 
of 99 cents in gold. From that time to this, 
almost twenty years, the old soldiers and 
the widows of the deceased ones have had 
their pensions and back pay pensions paid 
in gold. or its equivalent in value. 

But Billy Bryan never mentioned a word 


| of these facts, but closes his sneering with 


the insulting remarks that “he does not 
believe the old soldiers [drawing pensions 
in good money] are going to join in a con- 
spiracy to enslave seventy millions of free 
people by fettering them to a gold stand- 
ard,” which is equivalent to saying that the 
money they are getting from the govern- 
ment is too- good, for them by one-half, and 
that 50-cent dollars are the kind of cash 
they must accept when he and his repudia- 
tors and Anarchists get into power. 

This is the cure-all nostrum this quack 
doctor Bryan has proposed to dose the peo- 
ple with when he is appointed chief medico 
of the Nation. 

How many old soldiers or their sons, 
brothers, or nephews are going to help this 
miserable quack to throw the people into 
fits and then help him force his physic into 
them? 


A HUNDRED FREE SILVER ORATORS 
FROM COLORADO. 
The Denver Republican declares that— 


Colorado . ought to send a hundred speakers to 
Illinois, Indiana, Michigan. Iowa, Wisconsin, and 
other States where the battle for silver is being 
waged. There is no need of making an aggressive 
fight in Colorado. This State is sure for Bryan 
and Sewall. Colorado can therefore afford to send 
its speakers into the doubtful States to talk for 
silver. A man does not need to be a great orator 
to make an effective speech for free coinage. All 
he needs to do is to speak plainby and distinctly. 
so that the people may understand him. But in 
order that he may do this he must understand the 
money question. No one should be sent to discuss 
this question unless he understands the problem 
so well that he would be able to explain every 
point. Without difficulty a hundred men capable 
of discussing this subject can be found in Colorado, 
and men, too, who are able to pay their expenses 
and give at least a month’s time to the work.

One of the first questions these Colorado 
missionaries will be asked to explain is, 
What benefit do the Colorado silver barons 
expect to gain out of 16 to 1 free coinage of 
silver?

The only personal interest nine-tenths of 
those howling for free coinage at 16 to l 
without international agreement have is to 
get cheap money for debt-paying purposes. 
If those 100 silver orators from Colorado 
persuade them that the effect of free coin- 
age will be to make silver dear, the same as 
it was before the “ crime of '73,” they will 
care no more about free.silver dollars than 
did the people previous to the “ perpetra- 
tidn of the crime” by Congress, and they

On the other hand, if, suiting their argu- 
ment to the wishes and interests of the 
debt-embarrassed persons who happen not 
to be troubled with personal honesty, they 
can show satisfactorily that free coinage of 
silver at 16 to 1 by this country alone can- 
not raise the value of all the silver bullion 
in Colorado and other silver States and 
countries more than a few cents per ounce 
at most, and that the American free silver 
dollars will remain under, say, 60 cents in 
gold value, this argument, if believed by the 
desperate debtors, may please them. But 
how will it affect many other powerful 
classes of men? For instance, what will 
the five millions of wageworkers say to the 
proposition of Colorado orators to have the 
value of their 2,000 millions of money in the 
savings banks shriveled up by 40 per cent, 


thereby inflicting a loss on them of 800 mill- 


ions of good money? When Candidate 
Bryan is harpooned with the same question 
he wiggles about, giving evasive, dodging 
answers, but never faces the music honesfly. 
The most that can be squeezed out of him 
is that ‘“‘ he is going to emancipate 70 mill- 
ions of free people from the slavery of being 
fettered to.a gold standard.” 

How are those 100 orators going to satisfy

THE INDIANAPOLIS CONVENTION. 
Over 800 delegates, representing forty- 


one States, met at Indianapolis yesterday : 


to hold, in the language of Senator Palmer, 
“the only National Democratic conven- 
tion of 1896.” Nobody was there from 
States like Nevada and Utah, and there 
was but one man from Montana. But there 
were full delegations from New York, Illi- 
nois, Ohio, and other States whose Elec- 
toral votes and whose material interests 
give them special importance.

The Democrats who have taken the 
trouble to go to Indianapolis are very much 
in earnest in their determination to crush 
Bryanism. . 

Gov. Flower, the Temporary Chairman, 
denounced Bryan as “an untried man, a 
demagogue, a word-juggler,” * flinging out 


| social and political firebrands among the 


people from the rear ends of cars.” He 
spoke of him as a fit representative of the 
forces behind him—forces 
which aimed at far more than the free 


coinage of silver, and were using that as a 


cloak to cover their anarchistic designs. 

Gov. Flower criticised sharply the dan- 
gerous tenets of the Chicago platform, and 
exposed in detail the tricky, fallacious argu- 
ments of the candidate who stands upon it. 
He dwelt on that candidate’s attempts to 
stir up class against class, and incite em- 
ployé against employer. The preposterous 
claims made in behalf of free coinage were 
analyzed and the injury it would do to all 
classes was portrayed forcibly. 

The points made by Gov. Flower have 
been made before, but the applause with 
which his remarks were greeted showed 
how fully satisfied his hearers were of the 
absolute correctness of all his statements 
and how firm in their resolution to crush 
that menace to the peace of the country, 
known as Bryanism, Altgeldism, or Till- 
manism. 

The honest money Democrats are deter- 
mined to drive out the cuckoos who have 
taken possession of their nest, and to make 
the party of the Chicago convention like 
Cain, “a fugitive and a vagabond in the 
earth.” 

Today the convention will adopt its plat- 
form and nominate its candidates.

BRYAN ANSWERS WITH UNT RUTHS. 

A question that Bryan dodges with the 
persistence of supreme prudence is: “* How 
are the earners of wages and of salaries to 
be benefited by a change in the currency 
which is expressly intended to raise the 
prices of cotton, wheat, pork, beef, and all 
agricultural‘ and mineral products?” His 
only attempt to meet this. point was in his 
Madison Square Garden speech, when he 
said: 


While the gold standard raises the purchasing 
power of the dollar it makes it more difficult to 
obtain possession of the dollar; salaries in business 
occupations depend upon business conditions, and 
the gold standard both lessens the amount and 


threatens the permanency of such salaries. 
Statistics, which Mr. Bryan: appears to 
ignore, prove this statement is untrue. 
Specie payments on a gold basis were re- 
sumed on Jan. 1, 1879, and since that time 
wages and salaries have risen, and certainly 
have been no harder to get paid. In 1880. 
the year in which the gold standard be- 
came supreme, the number of employés in 
manufacturing establishments was 2,732.- 
595 and the aggregate of their wages was 
$947,953,795, or an average of $324. In 


» 1890, after a decade of the gold standard, 


the number of employés was 4,712,622 and 
their aggregate earnings were $2,283,216,- 
529, an average of $488. Here was an ‘in- 
crease of nearly one-half under the gold 
standard, which Mr. Bryan says “ both les- 
sens the amount and threatens the perma- 
nence ” of the wages of workingmen. 

In further refutation of Mr. Bryan’s state- 
ment can be) urged the figures reported by 


‘the committee of the Senate which in 18% 


investigated the subject of wages and prices. 
Senator Aldrich was Chairman, and in his 
report he said that “ in twenty-one selected 
industries wages were in money 40 per cent 
higher in 1880:than in 1860, and 60 per cent 
higher in 1891 than 1860, while the prices of 
staple articles bad fallen between 1880 ani 
1890 in some instances one-third.” The 
facts show, therefore, that Mr. Bryan was 
nearly exactly wrong. What new inaccu- 
racies has he to offer in substitution? 


SEWALL TO BE DROPPED FROM THE 
TICKET. 

There is reason to believe the mask of 
Democracy will soon be thrown off entirely 
by Mr. Bryan. It.is asserted he has been 
convinced of the folly of posing longer as 
a Democrat with a Democratic running 
mate when his platform and all his per- 


sonal friends are Populistic and when his 


only hope of success rests on Populist sup- 
port. There may be no announcement from 
Mr. Bryan nor any real change in his man- 
ner of campaign, but none will be needed 


to emphasize the outward transformation 


when Sewall is formally withdrawn from 
the race and Watson is substituted as 


Bryan’s sole Vice-Presidential appendage. 


This is said to.be the Bryan program in- 
sisted on by Populists, agreed to by Popo- 
crats, and accepted by Sewall by virtue of 
necessity. This plan also is responsible 


for the delay in notifying Bryan and Wat- 


son of their nomination by the Populists, 
as it is expected the Sewall abdication will 
make the notification unnecessary, or at 
least free it of much of its «embarrass- 
ment. 

Mr. L. C. Bateman, the Populist candi- 
date for Governor of Maine and the Secre- 


tary of the Populist National Notification 


committee, in an interview in the Boston 
Herald says definitely that Sewall will be 
taken off the ticket immediately after the 
Maine election. He explains: 

Bryan can’t be elected without our help. I have 
positive information that he would accept our [the 
Populist] nomination tomorrow if the committee 


should notify htm. As the Secretary of that com- 


mittee, I have made all arrangements for the noti- 
fication, but I am in no hurry to press the matter. 


I had intended to do it this week, but the positive 


information that has come into my possession that 
Sewall will shortly be pulled down causes me to 
let up for 4 short time. 

The Maine State election will occur within 
two weeks, and the political leaders have 
become convinced that the result will show 


a marked Democratic loss. This is to be 


the bursting of Populism at last into 
ull bloom. It is a drastic course of action, 
but Bryan is scared. He fears*he will lose 
several Southern States if Watson is not 
on his ticket, and is convinced that with

‘Watson he will lose no Confederate sup- 


port and will poll the full free silver vote of 
the East and West. In desperation and in 
self-defense Bryan. will sacrifice the ship- 
builder of. Maine. 


LI HUNG CHANG AS AN INQUISITOR 

At a critical moment in Li Hung Chang’s 
visit to New York's Chinatown an excited 
observer shouted in English: ‘“ Mind your 
head,” and by ducking promptly the poten- 
tate saved himself from a hard bump. 
The incident is noteworthy only as an evi- 
dence of Li's typical racial subtlety. He 
has denied knowing any English words 
and has declared he was subservient entire- 
ly to the linguistic agility and ability of an 
interpreter, but it is obvious when it is a 
question of. knocking his head against an 
obstruction or understanding English, he 
chooses to understand. 

In other respects the deportmcnt of the 


aged diplomat has been dignified and con- 


sistent. Every distinguished American 
introduced to the Oriental traveler has 
passed through an inquisition as to ‘his 
age, income, and hopes for future happi- 
ness, and all have replied frankly except 
one railroad official, who was getting so 
much money, presumably, that he wrote 
the amount on a piece of paper lest the 
public should obtain the information, 
Tuesday, apparently, was “ millionaires’ 
day,”’ for a succession of these favored-of- 
fortune passed in review before the in- 
scrutable Asiatic. Gov. Morton was one, 
and narrowly escaped being asked why he 
was not running for President. -It is a 
pity he escaped, for his answer to that ques- 
tion would have been particularly edifying. 
Senator Brice had a hard time of it parrying 


an effort to find out whether he was going 


to vote for Bryan. His success was only 
partial and it is clear that Senator Hill 
could not pass through a similar ordeal and 
not reveal his intentions. Li has made it 
plain that if he ever wearies of running 
affairs of State for the Chinese Emperor 
be can command a handsome salary in 
this country as a standing Senatorial In- 
vestigating committee. 


“THE MONEY-OWNING CLASS.” 

Bryan has asserted repeatedly that “* with- 
out the aid of the money-owning class the 
gold standard would not:stand for one day 
in any nation under the sun.”

The stockholders in building and loan as- 
sociations number fully 750,000 and their 
loans amount to more than 750 millions of 
dollars. Every one of those stockholders 
belongs to “the money-owning class’ on 
whose support the maintenance of the gold 
standard depends, 

There are three and a half millon people 
who have put money into mutual benefit, co- 
operative, and fraternal associations, and 


the faith of the enthusiasts.

There must be over a million men and 
women, not included in the above, who have 
loaned their money on mortgages on city or 
country property to the amount of several 
billions. Every cent of the money these 


“ money-owners ” loaned was good money, 


and they want it to remain so. | 
Bryan proposes to cheat all these people 
out of half their money, in whatever way it 


| ig invested, by slumping the currency, sub- 


stituting 50-cent silver dollars for 100-cent 
dollars. He has no compunctions. For 
nobody has any favor in his eyes who is not 
an insolvent or a rogue eager to cheat his 
creditors. 

But the vast money-owning classes hé is 
attacking do not mean to let themselves be 
robbed by the worthless, moneyless rabble 
that Bryan is leading. They have the votes 
with which to maintain the gold standard, 
and they mean to use them effectively.

This 
green product of nature and agricultural 
implements has always before been held 
sacred in the metropolis of the Kast, and the 
Commissioners have rescinded their despotic 
decrees in this case only in the interests of 
public health. As ‘every one knows, the 
Kneippists believe that this combination of 
bare feet and dewy grass is invincible as a 
cure for.all disease, and the Commissioners 
have not dared to hold out longer against 
The privilege 
is extended, however, with proper caution, 
for, as one sage Commissioner remarks:

cured. The austerity of the New York 
Park Board is too well known to warrant 
the fear that any barefooted impostors will 
be tolerated. 


It is not strprising that Mr. Bryan de- 
clined to be Anterviewed about the Vermont 
election. “An adverse majority of 39,093 in 
that small State—a majority heavier than 
the most sanguine Republicans had ex- 
pected—must have given him reason to be- 
lieve that what he called “‘the enemy’s 
country ’* is certainly: inimical to him. It 
must have awakened in his mind the fear 
that his oratory was wasted on the farmers 
of New.

The result in Ver- 
mont is an Indication not merely of the way 
in which the New England States and New 
York are going to vote, but of what is going 
to happen in the States of the old North- 
west, between the Mississippi and the Penn- 
sylvania line. The full Republican vote will 
be cast for McKinley, who will get also 
the votes of some of the sound money Demo- 
crats, while others will vote for their own 
candidate. Bryan will have only the Popu- 
lists and the frée silverites. Vermont has 
spoken more decisively than in 1872 and has 
announced the defeat of the latest coalition 
party.

Health Department officials say the drink- 
ing water in the public school buildings must 
be filtered. Commissioner Kerr does not in- 
tend to act arbitrarily in the matter, but he 
is determined to throw this safeguard 
around the health of the public school chil- 
dren. Typholid-fever and many intestinal 
diseases prevalent at certain seasons of the 
year are directly traceable to the impure 
drinking water. 

Late yesterday afternoon Commissioner 
Kerr sent to Edward G. Halle, President of 
the Board of Education, a communication 
in regard to the matter, in which he set forth 
the imperative necessity of action by the 
School Board. 

Commissioner Kerr said: “ We have full 
power to act in this matter. My action is a 
sanitary measure, and as such can be en- 
forced. If the water in a certain portion 
of the city contains so many impurities as 
to be a source of danger, I shall order the 
schools in that district closed, unless, of 
course, the School Board places filters in 
the buildings.”

As a matter of precaution, Mr. Davis 
quietly went before Justice George L. Ford, 
pleaded guilty to assault and battery, and 
paid the fine and costs. Then he adjourned 
to await developments, which, it seems, have 
not developed. 

The whole story, as told, is this: 

Mr. Thomas has three sons. They are D. 
R. Thomas, a lawyer, who weighs 250 
pounds; Will F. Thomas, aless mighty man, 
but by no means a’ weakling; and Ben M. 
Thomas, was has the reputation of beinga 
‘good man.” 

A great number of the small merchants 
in the neighborhood of Mr. Thomas’ home, 
No. 59 University place, say they have had 
dealings with father and sons. 

Among these is J. O. Samkins, a plumber, 
at Wabash avenue and Twentieth street. 
He says he went to Mr. Thomas’ office, 
which was then at No. 119 Dearborn street, 
and asked the payment of a bill. He says 
that through the intervention of the sons 
he escaped only with a pair of black eyes 
and numerous bruises. 

Another plumber, with a similar story, is 
P, J. Kinney, whose shop is in Twenty-sec- 
ond street, near Cottage Grove avenue. 

Abner Price, a mason contractor, says his 


son was assaulted because he attempted to , 


collect a bill. 

Ww. H. Hanson, a. carpenter, in Twenty- 
second street, near Prairie avenue, is one of 
others who detail experiences with the 
Thomases similar to those described. 

The elder Thomas could not be seen yes- 
terday. 

Benjamin and Thomas and William F. 
Thomas not only deny the allegations, but 
declare that they never before heard either 
of J. O. Samkins, P. J. Kinney, Abner Price, 
or W. H. Hanson. 

However, it is asserted that one of the 
Thomas sons called on Mr. Samkins yester- 
day for the purpose of paying the claim 
for presenting which Mr. Samkins says he 
was beaten.

OFFERNOTSATISFACTORY 


BROKERS OBJECT TO PROVISIONS IN 
THE YERKES AGREEMENT. 


Judge Jamieson’s Arguments Fail to 
Carry Conviction—Brokers Do Not 
Share in His Desire to Keep It “ Out 
of the Newspapers "—Another Con- 
ference Will Be Attempted Today— 


Other News of the Financial 
World. 


Charles T. Yerkes finds that brokers with 
stocks going to him which he will not take 
are by no means so tractable as stockhold- 
ers, or even directors in his corporations. 
The proposition made to the brokers and 
the manner and means employed were char- 
acteristic of Mr. Yerkes... The financial basis 
of the agreement is practically the same 
as first offered. West Side stock is to be 
margined down to 85 and North Side to 200. 
The margins are to include the cash now in 
the Clearing-House as a sweetener, and in 
the dase of West Side a dividend payment. 
The remainder of the margins is to be in 
the form of West Chicago debentures at par. 
Stocks are to be carried ninety days without 
regard to the action of the market, and at 
7 percent. From the attitude of brokers on 
Tuesday Yerkes must have recognized that 
this offer was not satisfactory and would 
not be accepted. Instead of modifying his 
offer in some manner, Mr. Yerkes. insisted 
on presenting it in its original shape, and 
further insisted on terms regarding the trust 
agreement even more obnoxious than the 
financial terms. The Title Guarantee and 
Trust company is to hold the debentures 
put up in margins, and agrees to protect the 
interests of the various brokers in the 
margins. In case of an unusual drop in 
stocks the trust company could sell for the 
protection of the people for whom margins 
are held, but only on request. of representa- 
tives of 80 per cent of their holdings. 

This agreement is a bulky document, and 
Was not submitted to the people who will 
be asked to sign it. It was read to them, 
however, by Edward Foreman, and is to be 
signed either at the offices of the trust com- 
pany or of Messrs. Jamieson and Dewar. 
The all-sufficient reason for the provision 
that only three copies should be made and 
that these copies should not go into the 
hands of the brokers in interest was to pre- 
vent the “ newspapers getting hold ” of the 
agreement. 


Stock Exchange Well Represented. 

Among the brokers present at the confer- 
ence were Messrs. Buckingham, Yoe, Fore- 
man, Herbert, Jamieson, Peters, Frank, De- 
war, Cahn, Slaughter, Baker, Chapin, 
and Lobdell. The conference was held 
the third floor of the Stock Ex- 
change Building. Mr. Yerkes tréated 
the whole matter with 
apparent nonchalance. He did not attend 
the meeting, but waited in the trust com- 
pany’s office on the second floor of the same 
building. He was represented by Judge 
Jamieson, who smoothed down the rough 
places in the agreement, and his brokers, 
Jamieson and Dewar, who have piainly told 
the brokers in interest that they could take 
this settlement or not, at their pleasure. 
The ‘brokers who have about $3,000,000 in 
stocks going to Yerkes listened to the read- 
ing of the agreement patiently, and then 
with great unanimity declined to consider 
it. Lobdell, Slaughter, and half a dozen 
Other brokers expressed themselves freely 
as to merits of the proposition. The grounds 
of complaint are numerous. In the first 
placé, the plan of putting up margins in 
escrow is unusual. In the second place, the 
quantity and quality of margins is not satis- 
factory. In the third place, the air of mys- 
tery thrown about the whole affair is ob- 
jectionable. In the fourth place, the pro- 
visions of the agreement preclude the taking 
of legal advice readily and make it impos- 
sible for a broker to show his clients what is 
being signed without lining them up at the 
office of Mr. Dewar or Mr. Jamieson. A sort 
of adjournment until 2 o’clock today was 
attempted; but*so many more objections 
came up that the meeting broke up in con- 
fusion. Mr. Yerkes simply stated that cer- 
tain brokers had come to him with stocks 
which he had offered to support to a certain 
point, and this was all his interest, and as 
to the outcome he was indifferent. 

Whether a settlement along the lines laid 
down by Mr. Yerkes can be arranged re- 
mains an open question. J. B. Breese of 
Breese & Cummings, who have 1,600 shares 
of West Chicago going to Yerkes through 
Dewar & Co., says that they will never 
accept the terms.

All the forms have been complied 
with, and Mr. Yerkes will have no trouble 
in establishing ownership of the debentures. 
Why all these various transfers, all suscepti- 
ble of a business explanation, should be 
made with such studied attempts at mystery 
is only clear to one man in Chicago, and he 
is only telling a few of the things he knows. 
It is known that statements of the condi- 
tion of the two cable roads were promised 
a number of banks several days ago, but 
have not so far made an appearance. The 
street is trying to figure out the significance 
of the presence in Chicago at this time of 


the confidential agent of Messrs. Elkins and 


Widener of Philadelphia. It is generally 
taken as a straw indicating firm belief in 
the earning capacity of the cable road prop- 
erties. 

If the people who gathered at the Real 
Estate Board rooms yesterday morning 
went there to see Yerkes’ securities slaugh- 
tered 'they were disappointed.

TO OUST THE IMMIGRANT MIDDLEMEN. 


Effort Making to Induce the Ocean 
Steamship Lines to Discard 
These Agents. 


Three weeks ago Chairman Caldwell of 
| the Western Passenger Association went on 
a vacation, and has not yet returned. As 
he is not in the habit of taking such long va- 
cations, considerable speculation has been 
indulged in as to where he went and what the 
real object of his trip was. At hisofficeit was 
stated that he was somewhere in the East, 
but that the place where he was sojourning 
was not known. 

It now transpires that Chairman Caldwel\ 
made a hurried trip to Europe, and is ex- 
pected to get back to New York next Sat- 
urday. The object. of his trip was business 
of a most important nature. 

The immigrant traffic has been in a demor- 
alized condition for several years _ past. 
About a year ago the Western Passenger 
Association Iines established an immigrant 
clearing-house in New York, and put a 


proper proportion of the business. The clear- 
ing-house, however, failed to remedy the 
evils from which the roads had been suffer- 
ing. This, it is said, was principally dde to 
the practice of the steamship lines An em- 
ploying a lot of irresponsible middlemen 
(Known as the First Ward immigrant agents 
of New York) to deal with the railroads as 
a through immigrant rates to the 

Vest 

The railroads had made an agreement with 
those immigrant agents whereby they were 
guaranteed a large commission on the busi- 
ness in considération of their helping to 
maintain the rates and secure a proper dis- 
tribution of the business among the various 
roads. The agreement, however, has not 
been faithfully edrried out by those immi- 
grant agents, and time and again were they 
detected in playing into the hands of the 
enemy. 

‘The proposition has lately been under con- 
sideration to induce the steamship lines 
to discard the middlemen and make arrange- 
ments directly with the railroads as re- 
gards the handling of the business and the 
making of through rates. To confer with 
the managers of the steamship,lines and 
bring about such an arrangement as re- 
ferred to above was the object of Mr. Cald- 
well’s mysterious trip to Europe. 


Earnings Improved During July. 

Although freight rates were unusually low 
during July, both between the Missouri 
River and Chicago and Chicago and St. Paul, 
yet nearly all the Western roads which have 
reported earnings for that month made a 
better showing than they did for previous 
months when the rates were much higher. 
The increase of tonnage during July has 
more than offset the higher rates previously 
in effect. 

Like the Burlington. the' Milwaukee and 
St. "Paul made.a large increase in net earn- 
ings for July. They were $820,862, .an in- 
crease of $83,869. 

The Rock Island did not do quite as well 
in August as it did during July. The esti- 
mated gross earnings of the entire system 
of the road, both east and west of the Mis- 
sourl River, for the month of August, 1806, 
were $1,407,954, a decrease of $47,745. 


Meets the Cut. 

New York, Sept. 2.—The executive officers 
of the railroads and steamboat companies 
composing the Southern States Freight As- 
sociation met in this city today. After a 
long conference they decided to meet the cut 
in rates made by the seaboard airline. On 
and after Sept. 5 rates on all classes of 
freight in the territory reached by the South- 
ern States Freight Association will-be at or 
about 35 per cent of the present rates. 


Commodity Rates Are Advanced. 
Chié¢ago-St. Paul roads have agreed on the 
following ratés to become effective Sept. 10: 
From Chicago to St. Paul—Apples, 20 cents; 
beer, 14 cents; fruits, N. O. 8S. 25 cents; 
grapes, 25 cents; oranges and lemons, 25 
cents; and peaches and pears, 40 cents. 
These rates to govern in carloads only.

ness and went into politics. 

At this time all his reputation was founded 
on the radical ideas he had expressed with. 
great fluency at debating societies in Birm- 
ingham. He was a dreadful radical in those 
days. | 

Once in politics, he made swift progress 
with the Birmingham “ rads.’’ He was Al- 
derman one term and Mayor of the borough 
three, and then he ran for Parliament (in 


1874) and was most beautifully beaten ina 


three-cornered fight. But two years later he ™ 


had better luck. 


then “ Joey ’’ has been pretty con- 
stantly in the public eye. He has advocated 
all sorts of reforms in the House of Com- 
mons, generally without success, but al- 
ways with daring if not address., On the 
formation of Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet, in 


1880,. he was nominated President of the 


Board of Trade. As such he prepared and 
passed the bankruptcy act, which is still in 


- force in England, and vainly attempted other 


. 


measures. 

During this administration Mr.Chamber- 
lain was still an advanced radical, but after 
the formation of Mr. Gladstone’s Cabinet of 
1886 he found himself unable to agree with 
the Grand Old Man and resigned his billet 
as President of the local government board. 
Then he turned Unionist, and ever since he 
has been the storm center of a cyclone of 
political criticism. | 

But he has held hisown. As the bitterest 
opponent of all his old political friends he has 
been as successful as when he was their 
ally. His doctrine is that unionism, in order 
to remain a power in politics, should abandon 
its merely negative policy and do something, :

‘**Do you care to discuss the South Amer- 
ican question? ’’ 

‘Not as a representative of the British 
Government,”” he answered. ‘*‘ You under- 
stand, the matter is entirely out of my de- 
partment; but, unofficially, I am pleased to 
say I think it will be amicably setfled with 
honor to England and America. I am inter- 
ested, however, as British Guiana is a Brit- 
ish colony.” 

‘But the impression is general, Mr. Cham- 
berlain, that you, and not Lord Salisbury, 
are managing the negotiations with this 
country.’’ 

“The impression is wrong,” he replied. 
‘Lord Salisbury is in charge. It rests en- 
tirely with him.” . 

‘Do you think the decision of the Amer- 
ican committee will be accepted as final by 
the British Government? ’”’ 

‘* Mr. Cleveland himself says it will not be 
binding, but we shall look to the report with 
as much interest as you in the States, and 
hope it will shed such a bright light on the 
whole matter in dispute that the affair can 
be readily and easily adjusted to the satis- 
faction of both sides.” 


Must All Be Universal. 


*“*T do not think it possible,”’ he continued, 
‘to establish a tribunal of conciliation if it 
is mot practicable to establish one of uni- 
versal arbitration. It would be impossible 
to do the latter until we had organized an 
arbitration court by sanction of all the na- 
tions, a court whose decrees all nations 
would accept as calmly and with as much 
faith, obedience, and confidence.as the de- 
crees of the Supreme Court are accepted 
by the United States. Then there must be 
established a universal police to enforce the 
decrees of that tribunal.” 

It is almost needless to say Mr. Chamber- 
lain is not a free silverite. He was asked: 

“What effect has the present political 
canvass in this country upon the financial 
policy of England?”’ 

Mr. Chamberlain paused for a moment. 

‘“‘T think,” he said, slowly, “ that a Min- 
ister should not have anything to say about 
the affairs of other nations. We are all of 
us either monometallists or bimetallists, 
but none of us is for free silver. Some of 
us think that by a combination of all nations 
sliver could be kept at parity with gold, but 
no one believes a single nation could do it.” 

Mr.°Chamberlain had a good word to say 
for Mr. Healy, the Irish leader. He said the 
latter and Redmond were no part of the con- 
vention being held m Dublin. ‘‘ It is really 
a wing of the Gladstonion party,”’ he said. 
‘Healy is the ablest of Irish leaders, and a 
convention without him is like ‘ Hamlet’ 
with Hamlet left out. Healy and Redmond 
stand ready to accept any measure that will 
tend to the good of Ireland. The condition 
of Ireland is about as good as could be. They 
are quiet there; there are no disturbances; 
the landlords are living among their tenants, 
and crops of all kinds are excellent.” 

It developed from Mr. Chamberlain's con- 
versation that England has a ** Monroe doc- 
trine”’ of her own. That is just the way he 
expressed it. He was speaking of the cor- 
dition of affairs in the Transvaal Republic. 

‘We have always recognizéd its independ- 
ence,”’ said he in answer toa question, add- 
ing, with determination, ‘“ but we won't 
recognize the right of any other foreign pow- 
er to interfere. You see we have our ‘ Mon- 
roe doctrine’ just as you have. It is hands 
off in South Africa.”

TENNIS OF TWO NATIONS. 


AMERICANS AND ENGLISH TO MEET 
AT NORWOOD COURTS. 


Result of Their Meeting at Tennis Will 
Establish the Championship of the 
World—Scheme Results from W. A. 
Larned’s Trip Among the British 
Tennis Courts This Summer—Six 
Champions of Each Nation to Con- 
test for World’s Honors. 


There is a project well under way for the 
greatest tennis tournament that has ever 
been held, not only in America, but in the 
world. It is to be one more of the great 
international contests between America and 
England, and it will be one of the most in- 
teresting. As these are the two principal 
tennis-playing countries, the tournament 
will practically be for the world’s champion- 
ship. Schemes for something of this:sort 
have been talked of for the last three years 
and an approach to it was made last spring 
when Dr. Pim and Mr. Mahoney visited this 
country and played at West Newton, Mass. 
This tournament was a great success and 
drew immense crowds. But if the proposed 
plan goes through, last year’s tournament 
will dwindle into insignificance in compari- 
son. The West Newton tournament was so 
early that American players were not in 
their best form. 

While W. A. Larned was in England this 
summer he talked the plan over with the 
leading English experts. They fell right in 
with the idea. On Larned’s return he went 
to Norwood Park, N. J., and played in the 
invitation tournament held there. When 
Larned told them .of the enthusiasm with 
which the proposition for an international 
tourrament was réceived on the other side 
there was no other topic of conversation. 

Mr. Harper of Harper & Bros., the publish- 
ers, is the leading spirit in the Norwood 
Casino, and as soon as he got wind of the 
gossip made up his mind that Norwood Park 
wanted the tournament. He talked it over 
with some of his friends there and decided, 
in case the National Lawn Tennis Associa- 
tion -would give sanction they would invite 
six of the leading players of England to 
come to America as their guests. The idea
